The sales tax measure would 
raise enough this year to finance 
the teachers’ 5Q percent pay raise 
and a raise for school bus drivers, 
Lovett estimated. This would cost 
$18,000,000, When and if the sales 
tax became 100 percent effective, 
it would raise approximately $26,- 
000,000, Lovett added. 

Retail dealers would be directed 
to include the tax in their gross 
prices. They would collect one 
cent on sales from 10 cents to 30 
cents, two cents on those from 31 
to 70 cents, three cents on sales 
from 71 to $1.05, and three percent 
on all sales over that sum. 

In computing his tax, however, 
the retailer would pay a flat three 


percent on his gross sales each 


month. 

The bill also gives the merchant 
one percer® of his total monthly 
tax payment to defray the cost of 
collections. 

Another feature of the bill re 
duces the levy to two percent on 
all automobiles selling for a net 
price of over $1,000. 

Farm products when sold by 
producers in the original state 
would not be subject to the levy.
